ROCK DUST SAVES 
MANY AS FIVE DIE 
(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—Rock dust 
prepared as an accident-prevention 
measure smothered an explosion 
today in the world’s greatest coal 
mine and turned what otherwise 
might have been a serious disaster. 
with 1236 men underground. into 
a minor accident, which cost five 
lives. The accident occurred in 
the New Orient mine of the Chi. 
cago, Wilmington and Franklin 
= Company at West Frankfort, 


The great mine with a hoisting 
capacity of 12,000 tons a day, was 
planned throughout, workings, 
shafta and surface structures, be- 
fore the first breaking of ground. 
Into the plars went the newest 
safety measures. 

At strategic points throughout 
the workings rock dust is stored 
in platforms easily titled by the 
slightest rush of alr from an er- 
plosion. It was that today which 
filled the alr with noncombustible, 
nonexplosive stone particles and 
confined the effects to the mme 
diate vicinity of the explosion. In 
addition to the piles of rock dust. 
the dust is scattered on the floors 
of the entries, keeping the ole 
sive coal dust from getting into 
the air. 

The panel system is used in 
the mine, dimensions permitting 
rooms to be worked out in the 
coal with one set for workers pro- 
tected from the others or accidents 
by great barrier pillare with com- 
paratively small openings.

EPIC RESCUE AT 
SEA DESCRIBED 


Radio Compass Credited in 
Saving Antinoe Crew 


Liner Roosevelt Fights Gale 
Three and Half Days 


King George Lauds Heroism 
of Captain and Men 
(Wy mene wae) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 29. — Capt. 
George Fried, commander of the 
United States Uner President 


Roosevelt, radioed today the first 
detailed account of the heroic 
rescue of the crew of the British 
freighter Antinoe in which he at- 
tributed his success to the radio 
compass which enabled him to 
reach the sinking freighter when 
that ship had given her position 
100 mies in error. 

The Lyle gun, used in shooting 
life lines to the Antinoe, and the 
use of of] to form a “slick” were 
in making the 
rescue a success. Capt. Fried's 
message craphically tells the story 
of the rescue: 

“Five-forty. a. m., twenty-fourth, 
from Steamship An- 
tinoe, proceeded to her position 
by radio compass bearings, which 
proved position 100 miles in error. 
Alongside her noon, wind 
foree ten, violent snow equalis. 

“High rough seas rolling 35 dec. 
Took position quarter mile wind- 
ward. Pumped oll overboard with 
excellent effect. Her captain says 
this saved them sinking.

proval, the Rapid Transit Commit- 
tee of the Traffic Commission 
terday — a resolution reo- 
ommending t the City Council 
adopt the already-prepared Kel- 
ker-De Leuw transit plan as the 
city’s rapid-transit plan. The effect 
of rushing through by the Council 
of the rapid-transit plan would be 
to provide authority for the City 
Council to grant the forty-year 
franchises asked for by the rail- 
roads and the Pacific Electric for 
their miles of “roller coasters” and 
“foot bridges” which they propose 
to give Los Angeles as a substitute 
for a un‘on passenger depot. 

“Why the rush with this rapid- 
transit plan?! asked Richard 
Sachse, former chief engineer of 
the California Rallroad Commis- 
sion. “This is a very serious, im- 
portant natter te Los Angeles, as 
to carry out the firet unit of trans- 
portation facilities recommended in 
the Kelker-De Leuw plan will cost 
$130,000,000. 

“Eesentially, there is no con- 
nection between the union depot 
question and providing rapid-trans- 
it facilities for Los Angeles. The 
Pacific Electric’s plan for remov- 
ing its tracts to the east banx of 
the Los Angeles River can be car- 
ried out under either the union de- 
pot plan or the so-called ‘carriers’ 
plan.“ 

“But the providing of a compre- 
hensive rapid-transit plan for Los 
Angeles is ». serious, so important 
to the welfare of the city, that 
there should be full consideration 
at this fret step—the adoption of 
the rapid-transit plan—and at ev- 
ery subsequen. step. There should 
be nc rush of any kind. We should 
not make »aste te grant franchises 
of any kind, and yet franchises 
can be granted ence the Counct 
has adopted a rapid-transit plan. I 
should desire time to study and 
examine this resolution tc make 
sure of the meaning of it.“

Wife, Cleaning Clothing at 


Time, Worst Hurt 


Quick Action by Policeman 
Helps Save Life 


House Swept by Sheet of 
Flames at Blast 


Lloyd Nelson, his wife, Mildred, 
and their two small children were 
badly burned by an explosion in 
their home at $20 1-2 South Ma- 
ple avenue yesterday afternoon.
